Press Secretary Pierre Salinger 
said the astronaut would be re­ 
ceived by the President with full 
military honors in the White House 
rose garden at 12:15 P. M. EDT 
Tuesday. 
Kennedy will send one of the 
Air Force jet transports normally 
assigned to the White House to 
Cape Canaveral to pick up Cooper 
and his family Tuesday morning. 
They will land at Andrews Air 
Force Base. Md., then travel by 
helcopter to the Ellipse just south 
of the White House grounds. 
Salinger said Cooper will meet 
a previously set schedule for a 
news conference at Cape Canav­ 
eral. Sunday, then have a day of 
rest before coming to Washing­ 
ton. 
Formal honors will be paid 
Cooper by Congress as well as 
the White House.

eye** landing in the Pacific. 


Cooper was scheduled to re­ 
main on board the aircraft car­ 
rier Kearsarge until tomorrow. 


The medical examination and 
technical questioning of the pep­ 
pery little Air Force major were 
expected to concentrate primarily 
on man's ability to withstand the 
rigors of a flight to the moon and 
back. 


The 22.9 orbit, 34 hour, 20 min­ 
ute flight in his Faith 7 capsule 
carried Cooper a distance of al­ 
most 600.000 miles. A round trip 
to the moon would be less than 
500,000 miles.

WASHINGTON, <UPI> - in a 
room on the seventh floor of the 
State Department lay a batch of 
prepared messages. One of them 
said contact had been lost with 
Faith 7. 


It had blanks to fill in for the 
last country over which L. Gor­ 
don Cooper had been contacted, 
and the next one he should have 
crossed. Among the nations he 
flew over were Red China and 
Cuba.

Eleven students were suspended 
for a year. 
Students were shocked and dis 
mayed at the harshness of the 
punishment. 
“It is in effect making sacri­ 
ficial lambs out of ll people, 
one student said. 
Shortly before Dean of Students 
William D. Lippincott announced 
the university’s action, a Prince 
ton Borough magistrate sentenced 
two students to jail for five days 
I'or their role in the nightlong riot 
May 6 and 7 and fined ll others. 
The university student news 
paper, the Daily Princetonian, to­ 
day editorially concurred "*Ufc 
the penalties imposed. 
In the final analysis,” said the 
editorial, “we are convinced that 
the university’s disciplinary body 
has acted with justice and hu 
inanity. 
The students invaded the uni 
versity president’s residence and 
the mansion of Gov. Richard J. 
Hughes tossing cherry bombs, 
tried to overturn a two-car Penn­ 
sylvania Railrod train and kept 
it blocked for half an hour, set 
a one-ton compressor machine 
rolling down a hill, invaded a for­ 
mal dance and staged a panty 
raid at nearby Westminster Choir 
College. 
Magistrate Theodore T. Tams 
sentenced Daniel A. Per-Lee, 19, 
a sophomore from Arlington, Va.

“I 
had a few little problems, but noth­ 
ing major. It’s a pilot’s airplane.” 
At Cape Canaveral, however, 
space officials took a more se­ 
rious view (rf the malfunction on 
the 20th orbit that required Coop­ 
er to grab the controls and man­ 
ually put the capsule in the prop­ 
er position to descend through the 
atmosphere. The braking retro­ 
rockets also had to be fired man­ 
ually instead of automatically.
